Nevertheless, one can assume that 11 it 
were not tor general criticism ot Ihe aggrcsslvo American 
adventures tn Central Amerlcn, which made patently clear to 
the world tho police functions that Washington has appro- 
priated for ilsctl, the Americans would moJco do In Chad 
without French participation.

■■vacuum” on tho A/rlcan continent. It is also clear lhat 11 Is 
always ready to squeeze France out ol Africa. For the 
present, however, America needs French backing, though at 
the same time If attempts to tie Paris' hands. 

It would be wrong lo present the French leaders only as 
victims ol the Reagan pressure. And wc are not talking only 
of Chad. Tho Government of France continues, as was ihe 
case earlier, during the Israeli aggression In Lebanon, to 
assist the United States tn many acuta international con- 
tacts.

The enormous sums ol American capital investment and 
loans make It possible lor the South African ruling circles, 
desplta the economic crisis that has hit ihe country, to In- 
crease allocations for Ihe armed forces, and lot. Pretoria to 
continue to cscataie Its military pressure on neighbouring 
countries.

Ils |ob will ba 
to regulate the frequency and 
power of lhe nocLil transfer ot 
energy. 

People have to respond 
quickly to load changes, but 
sometimes Ihc-y fall lo do so and 
automatic equipment usually 
only operates when the unit' 
' nacds to be turned off In an 
emergency. So It would ba bet- 


ter, If operating Iho systam were 
lo ba automatically regulated in 
all modes. 

Soviet engineers working In 
the powei system ol the Kola 
Peninsula have salved this prob- 
lem. Relatively Bmall hydro and 
thermal power stations nperata 
hero, as well as the 1,320 MW 
Kola atomic Btation. They supply 
elcctrlclly to the entire area 
and are linked to this country's 
United Power Grid. 

Of course, it would he une- 
conomical lo stop frequently ther- 
mal power stations' units. So 
the loads in the power system 
are coped with with the help ol 
the more flexible ■nnlls ol the 
hydroelectric statjons. Simply 
■witching on and olf did not 
satisfy lhe electricians so smooth 
automatic [epilation was Intro- 
duced. 

The aulomatlc equipment 
selects the machines that should 
be put on ond those that should 
be “braked". They take Into ac- 
count The lechnploglcal slate of 
the "unit, the influence of the sea 
tide influencing, tha water head 
in the river at a particular time 
of the day. All these factors In- 
fluence ilia overall efficiency oi 
the equipment. It is often pos- 
sible lo reduce the capacity of 
soma units at various stations 
rather than stop one or two 
completely.

In Ournpur. This Is one ol In- 
dia's oldest enterprises, built 
over sixty yeais ego. The 
works has recently been short 
on Us production and Its debt 
to the Steel Cooperation ol In- 
dia has grown. 

During tho first stage, the 
plant's Initial capacity will be 
restored — one million tonnes 


ot steel per yeai. Then moder- 
nization and expansion will 
push tt to 1.6— 1.8 million 
tonnes. AUe: that they plan lo 
eliminate a numbei ol unpro- 
fitable shops and build new 
ones which will allow to raise 
steel production to 4 million 
tonnes pe: yea:.
